was  a I’rohibitiouist.  Not  one  of  them  commits  him  to 
any  delinite  legislative  measure.  That  he  joined  the 
i?ons  of  Temperance  in  '.'id  in  asking  for  the  puldicution 
of  the  Rev.  James  Siiiith's  address.  l>y  no  means  nnule 
him  an  endorser  of  every  sentiment  Hint  nddri'«s  con- 
tained. If  he  ever  really  said  “ that  the  pndiiliition  of 
the  liquor  traflic  is  good  and  constitutional  for  tlic  white 
man."  that  is  a loose  assertion  that  might  apply  ua 
well  to  local  option  as  to  tlie  kind  of  ]irohibiUon  ealled 
for  in  Mr.  C^hufln’s  platfoini.  Lincoln  wanted  lo 
abate  the  evils  of  drink.  Hy  what  legislative  means 
be  woiihl  have  g<me  aliniit  it  no  one  ean  possildy 
and  it  is  mere  impudence  for  this  or  that 
of  legishiti 


hy  sutlers  permitted:  wines  and  lieverages  were,  under 
suitahle  restrictions.  In  active  .service  the  sutlers 
were  kept  in  the  rear. 

In  closing,  referring  to  the  remark  made  by  the 
speaker  that  (lod  might  not  he  aide  to  prosjier  our

In  1852  Lincoln  joimnl  the  Sons  of  Temperance, 
in  Springfield.  In  18,53  n h'cture  entitled  " A Dis- 
course on  the  Hattie— Its  Evils  and  the  Keniedy."  was 
delivered  in  Springfield  by  Uev.  James  Smith.  A re- 
quest for  the  iiubUcntion  of  this  address,  on  the

was  signed  hv  a ninnher  of  persons,  itirluiliiui  ],in- 
lohi.  who  tliiis  endorsed  tlie  following  sentiments 
whicli  it  contained: 

The  liquor  trnirie  is  a ennecr  in  society,  eating  out 
its  vitals  and  threiiteuing  destruction;  and  all  at- 
tempts to  regulate  it  will  not  only  prove  ahortive.  hut 
lo'grnvatc  the  evil.  No,  llierc  must  be  no  more  at- 
teniiit'  to  regulate  the  eancev;  it  must  lie  eradicated; 
not  a root  must  be  left  hehiiid.  for  until  this  is  ilone 
all  classes  must  eontimie  exposed  to  become  the 
vk-lims  of  strong  ilrink.  The  most  elfectual  remedy 
would  lie  the  passage  of  a law  altogether  abolishing 
the  liquor  trafilc,  except  for  mechanical,  ehemieul. 
niedidual,  and  saernmentiil  purposes,  and  so  frameil 
that  no  principle  of  the  Coustitutioii  of  the  United 
States  he  violated." 

In  regard  to  the  subject  Lincoln  said  at  another 
time,  "If  the  prohihilion  of  slavery  is  good  for  the 
black  man.  the  prohibition  of  the  liquor  trallie  is 
equally  good  and  eonstitulinnal  for  the  white  man." 

On  A)iril  LI.  18'm,  Lincoln  said.  "After  reeonstrne- 
lion.  the  next  great  question  will  ho  the  overthrow  of 
Hip  li(|ui>r  trallie."  , , . 

This  atiitement  was  made  the  day  hefore  his  assassi- 
nation, and  so  -ilniost  his  hist  utteranee  was  on  this 
great  quc.stion,  How  tlien  can  you,  Mr.  Editor,  pre- 
Mimc  to  enll  " sheer  unsupported  impudence " the 
declaration  of  Mr.  CliaUii  flint  “ Lincoln  was  a 
lifeloii"  ahsluinor  and  a Prohibitionist"!  You  must 
eertainlv  admit  that  his  seiitiments  are  good  I'roliihi- 
lion  iloetrine.  Moth  liistory  ami  liiograpliy  .supply  alniii- 
chnil  <‘vii|eiice  that  he  wiis  a lifelong  alistainer.  and 
if  you  desire  furlher  proof,  will  ho  glad  to  siihiiiit  it.

The  Liti- 
cnlu  stm-v  ill  iHiistratioii  is  simply  "one  on  Douglas.” 
Hut  of  course  in  a larger  way  the  temperance  ques- 

Hiit  at  the  time  of  Mr.  ‘LincoliPs  iiiveiitoiy  of  his 
stock  in  trade.  Ins  whiskey  was  ns  h-giliinale  as  his 
sugar  ami  sow-liidly.  The  eomuulniiii  is  iml  lielped 
Hierebv.  Hut  tin'  story  is  a good  one.  and  true,  no 
doubt,'  and  ought  to  aland  in  the  record.  IIow  was 
it  Inter? 

In  a larger  way  the  temperance  question  was 
steadilv  growing  insistent.  Hut  the  term  was  u.sed 
in  its’ generic  sense  of  ••  haiiitmil  moderation" — as 
Webster  has  it. 

Indeed,  the  first  temperanee  organiwition.  Hie 
Wa-hingtoniiin  Tenipeiiiiice  .'Society,  of  whieh  my 
father  was  nn  early  memliei-  and  promoter,  stood 
on  just  Hiis  platform — no  exce.ss,  no  dninketine.ss. 
Flip  wlien  a friend  called,  a toddy  for  Hie  minister. 

abstiiienee"  eame  in  later.  It,  too.  had  its 
mpnihership  as  a aneiety-  " Prohibition  " is  the  final- 
ity for  Hi"  otlier  fellow,  (llivimisly.  5lr.  Lincoln  was 
not  a Prohihilionist.  There  weren't  any! 

What  was  he!  It  may  he  that  I am  ahlc  to  enn- 
Irilmte  nn  •‘original’’  Lincoln  anecdote  on  this 
Hieine.  I/<'nstwise.  I have  never  seen  it  in  print. 

It  was  thus;  But  first  ns  to  Mr.  Lincoln’s  per- 
sonal attitude  toward  this  matter:  lie  lUil  iinl  ilrinlc; 
hr  iirrrr  ‘liil;  hr  <li'l  not  loiirli  Ihr  xliiff.  This  I have 
upon  the  nutliorily  of  inv  whilom  friend  ami  associ- 
ate, Colonel.  Edwin  Beeclier,  who  rode  circuit  with 
Mr,  Lincoln  in  ante-helium  days  in  Illinois,  knowing 
liiin  long  and  inlinialcly.  He  had,  in  fact,  a goodly 
store  of  Lincohiiana  ami  anecdotes  of  Ins  own  now  lost 
to  the  world.  But  the  Douglas  story  is  a good  one, 
and  true,  no  doubt,  ami  so  worth  preserving. 

That  Mr.  Lincoln  sold,  or  tried  to  sell,  at  one  time 
•-  hcans.  salt,  sow-helly.  tol.neeo,  and  whiskey goes 
without  (he  saying.  'J’liey  were  all  nwessaries  of 
life  ill  that  (lav.  It  mav  h<‘.  Hiougli.  he  hecanie  a 
" prohiliitioiiist  •'  hitor.  Here  eonies  in  my  unpiih- 
lished  anecdote: 

It  was  in  the  strenuous  days  of  Hie  •.uinnier  of  ’IH. 
Grant,  was  hammering  away  at  Hie  defences  of  Peter.s- 
Inirg,  after  his  virtual  hloodv  defeat  at  Cedd  Harbor, 
in  his  last  desperate  nttempt  to  cany  the  defenees 
of  Richmond  by  direct  assault. 

As  a “Sanitary"  iiniii  my  duties  eiilied  me  fre- 
qiientlv  to  our  headquarters  in  Washinglon.  On 
one  of  these  visits  in  tlm  late  summer,  my  nlfeiition 
was  called  to  an  unusual  procession  moving  up  Four- 
teenth Street  past  the  Trea'»iiry.  and  so  on  up  the 
avemie.  It  proved  to  be  a National  Temperance 
Association  in  ses.sion  in  the  city  going  up  to  call  on 
the  President,  hy  appointment.  It  'vas  a good 
chnneo  to  see  ami  hear  Jlr.  Lincoln.  1 became  a dele- 
gate and  hooked  on  liehind.  We  were  rwelved  in  the 
East  Room,  filling  it  to  repletion.  A little  jilatform 
near  the  lohhv  eiitraiiee  of  the  room,  with  a chair  for 
the  President'  hinl  Ins'll  provided — notliing  more.  Mr. 
Lincoln  entered  alniost  iniiuediately  ami  folded  himself 
into  the  chair  in  his  only  comfortable  way  of  sitting 
down,  iiiul  waited.  1 had  a full-face  view  of  him.  IIow 
tired  the  fiiec  looked  as  he  sank  into  his  favorite  po-e!

There  was  a ti'iiiperanee  .song  and  nn  address  by  the 
oi-ator  of  Hie  oeension.  The  puriaise  of  the  niis-ion 
was  to  represent  to  the  President  the  deep  and  ahiding 
interest  of  the  great  Ainoricuu  people  in  Hie  welfare 
of  oiir  armies  in  the  field,  and  e.speeially.  the  thing  of 
all  things,  the  anxiety  felt  hv  all  thoughtful  ami  Cliris-

misuse  of  wliiskev  by  our  ollleer.s  and  men.  The  Presi- 
dent was  urged' to  use  his  great  inlliicnce  and  his 
authority  in  the  nbalement  of  tliis  nieiiaee  to  onr 
welfare.'  He  was  asked  to  “ proliibit  " the  illieit  in- 
troduction of  liquors  within  onr  military  lines  bj^all 
means  in  his  jiower.  Near  Hie  close,  and  warming 
with  his  theme,  the  speaker  ventured  to  declare  that 
if  something  was  not  done,  he  could  not  see  how  God 
could  prosper  our  arms  while  such  excesses  continued. 
It  was  a rather  pessimistic  outlook!  Replying,  the 
a record  tliat  President  e.xpressed  his  aynipathy  with  tlie  objects  of 
County  Tom-  the  convention.

clothes  with  thine  own  eye,  not  with  another’s:  and 
for  Use  ami  decency,  not'  for  pride,’’  is  still  a fair 
counsel  to  Hip  fasliioiiable.  In  a farewell  letter  to  his 
wife  he  writes,  “ Grieve  not  thyself  with  careless 
servants ; they  will  disorder  thee:  rather  pay  them 
niul  let  them  go  if  they  will  not  he  better  by  ndnioni- 
tions;  this  ia  best  to  avoid  many  words,  which  I know 
wound  Hie  soul  and  olfend  the  laird. " Doiihttes.s  this 
ndvice  wa.s  better  suited  to  the  conditions  of  two  cen- 
turies ago  than  the  present  day,  wlien  any  servant  is 
better  Hiaii  none;  hut  iu  the  main  uliat  one  feels  about 
Pexx  is,  that  sense  and  wisdom  are  immortal,  and  fit 
in  any  age  and  clime.
